IN LONG RIDE TEST 


Atlanta Is Scene of aD Mlle 


Horseback Hike, 


General Mills Among Military 
Dignitaries Who Are Com- 
pelled by Regulations to Dis- 
cover if They Are in Fit 
Physical Condition. 


Seven regular army officers ranging 
in rank from major to brigadier gen- 
eral, are now proving at Fort McPher- 
son that they can ride ninety miles on 
horseback in three days and be none 
the worse for wear. The officers come 
from all parts of the department of the

Atlantic and Pacific Fleets to 
Be Mobilized at New York 
and Los Angeles Oct. 30 to 
Nov. 3—Germany Soon to 
Take Second Place From U. S. 


Washington, October 13.—The 
mobilization of the Atlantic ang Pa- 
cific fleets at New York and. Los An- 
geles October 30 to November 3 will 
mark the gathering of the greatest 
force that ever floated in the waters 
of this hemisphere. This probably 
will be the last assembling of present 
day warships with the United States 
of America standing second in the Hist 
of great maritime powers. For it is 
certain that at the rate of development 
of the shipbuilding plans of Germany 
that nation within three years at least 
will move up to secondé place, unless 
ongress should see fit to authorize 
each year additions to the American 
navy at least double those now pro- 
vided for by the existing naval pro- 
gram, which contemplates the con- 
Struction of bute¢two battleships yearly. 

List of Vessels Made Public. 

The navy department today made 
public the full list of the vessels to 
be assembled for the great reviews at 
New York and Los Angeles, and while 
the number cembined does not equal 
the 135 vessels reviewed by the Ger- 
man emperor at Kiel last summer, the 
126 American ships, - with their tre- 
mendous displacement Of 693,844 tons. 
are really more powerful than the 
German fleet. 

The Atlantic fleet wil] comprise 102 
vessels of all classes with a total dis- 
Placement of 577 099 tons, and the Pa- 
cific fleet 24 vessels of 116,245 tons. 
The combined fleets wil] include 32 ar- 
mored ships, while the German fleet 
numbered 29. The American battle- 
ships will number 25 and the armored 
cruisers 6, while the German fleet in- 
cluded <3 battleships and 6 armored 
cruisers,

Baltimore, Md., October 13.—In the 
United States circuit court here today 
Judge John C. Rose rendered a decision 
favoring the government in its disso- 
lution suit against the Standard Sani- 
tary Manufacturing Company and oth- 
ers, the so-called “Bath Tub” trust. 

The decision is most sweeping in its 
character. Federal counsel declared 
that today’s decision Supports the gov- 
ernment’s contention in every pont. 

The action was brought under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. In case of 
an appeal it will go direct to the Uni- 
ted States supreme court. 

While this decision is In a senarate 
case from the criminal action against 
the alleged trust at Detroit, the pro- 
ceedings concern the same Subject mat- 
ter and are against the same defend- 
ants. 

Patent Holdings of Wayman. 

Under the court’s ruling, Edwin L 
Wayman, patentee of an enamel! dredg- 
er, who issued licenses of the patent 
to the defendant concerns, is held as 
much subject to the laws governing 
monopolies as any other man, and, 
while he still has the right to ex- 
clude all others from making use of 
his patents, “he can not have the right 


anti-trust act.

He was well known in/! 


Wayman that the fifty defendants in 
the case upheld the right of their ac- 
tion in the combine, but the govern- 
ment maintained that this was only a 
subterfuge. 

According to prevailing opinion, the 
enamelware put out by the concerns, 
although manufactured by means of 
the automatic dredger of Wayman, is 
absolutely unpatentea. 

“If agreements in this case are not 
violation of the Sherman act,” Says 
the ruling, “similar agreements among 
all the bakers of bread, the refiners of 
petroleum, the grinders of snuff will 
be legal, provided that somewhere in 
the process of making bread, refining 
petroleum or grinding the snuff a pat- 
ented tool has been used,” 

Il'urther on the opinion recites: 

“A patentee is as much subject to 
the laws of the land as is any other 
man. From one special application of 
one Class of laws he is exempt. At 
common law and by statute a man who 
invented a new and useful thing might 
be given a right which would enable 
him for a limited time effectually to 
monopolize it. 

“As to anything not validly claimed 
in his patent, he is as other men. If 
by the common law or the statutes of 
the state or by the enactments of con- 
gress, men are forbidden to restrain 
trade or to monopolize it, a patentee 
may not restrain trade or attempt to 
monopolize it in anxthine except that 
which is covered by nis patent. 
ent does not give right 
entee to sell indulgences 
the law of the land, be it 
man act or another.” 

The ruling concludes: 

“Against other defendants, corporate 
and individual, the government is e«n- 
titled to injunctive relief substantially 
as prayed for.” 

The injunctive proceedings of the

This, it was held by I occupying 
advisory relations with th®eommittee, 
would bea the only way it could square 
itself for declining to call one to in- 
struct the legislature in the matter of 
electing a United States senator. 

Will Reverse Position. 

It will be recalled that at that time 
it was urged that a primary would be 
tco expensive and too troublesome just 
to fill an unexpired senatorial terin 
covering a period of nearly six years. 
Tt was argued further that there was 
no way cf paying the expense of the 
same. 

If the committee decides to call a 
gubernatorial primary it will amount 
to a reversal of its position; for there 
is no way for the expenses of that 
to be borne except by the condidates, 
unless clerks and managers volunteer 
for the service or subscriptions are so- 
liciteq from party members. Besides, 
the term to be filled will be hardly a 
year and a half long. 

nowever, the matter of expense will 
be worked out by the committee when 
it meets here. If they put it :all on can- 
didates, it will amount to quite a bur- 
den on each, probably $5,000 per can- 
didate, at least. Inasmuch as all the 
gubernatorial aspirants are relatively 
poor men. this will be quite an item 
of campaign expense. 

Others important matters will come 
Sefore the Committee. One will be the 
manner of declaring the result. Willa 
convention be called, or will the com- 
mittee receive fhe returns and an- 
nounce the viinner? If a convention is 
called, it will be supreme, with power 
to elect a new committee. Therefore, 
the present body may endeavor to find 
zome way to continue its own life. If 
no cer:vention is held, how can a con- 
test be decided? Should not the friends 
of the winning candidate control the 
party crganization hereafter? These 
are questions which will add to the in- 
terest of the committee meeting. 

The National Phase. 

Inasmuch as the law does not per- 
mit the holding of the regular primary 
of next year until August, there is con- 
siderable question as to how delegates 
to the national convention which will 
be held in June or July are to be chos- 
en. Of course, if the present committee 
calls a convention it will be able to 
handle che problem, but if there is no 
convention who will handle it? One 
way is for the committee to name them 
itself, another is for a special primary 
for choosing delegates to be held, and 
another for a special convention, with- 
out a primary, for the purpose. 

The suggestion has been made for 
the commitiee to let the voters pass on 
the presidential candidates in the-spe- 
cial trimary. This would necessitate a 
convertion to elect the delegatés to 
voice the expression made. 

Ancther problem to come before the 
committee involves the rules to govern 
the or.imary. Will it leave the election 
to a plurality vote, have a second pri- 
mars in case none receives a majority 
Or stick to the “county unit” system 
which prevailed last vear? If the last 
is decided upon, it is possible for the 
nomination to be thrown into the con- 
vention which would have to consoli- 
date the vote and declare the result. 

Who Will Be Qualified.

DIE IN BATTLE 


Frankfort on-the-Main, October 13.— 
The Frankfurter Zeitung’s correspond- 
ent at Constantimople forwards a dis- 
patch, dated Tripoli, saying: 

“A fierce engagement occurred be- 
tween the Turks and Italians on a hill 
in the neighborhood of the city. The 
Italians lost 1,600 killed and wounded. 
The Turkish casualties were slight.” 

Economic War Waged On Italy. 

Constantinople, October 13.—Expul- 
sion within twenty-f@®ur- hours of all 
Italian correspondents in Constantino- 
Ple was ordered today by the govern- 
ment. 

A society has been organized to wage 
an economic war against Italy. All 
Ottomans are asked to. sign a decla- 
ration undertaking on oath to cease 
all dealings with Italians. The news- 
papers indorsing this campaign ad- 
vise Ottomans to inculcate the young 
with a hatred fdr Italy and Italians, 

A prize court has been formed to deal 
with the captures of war, which up to 
the presént time includes two tramp 
steamers, a yacht, a motor boat and a 
number of tugs, lighters and steam 
launches. 

Russia's Note to Turkey. 

St. Petersburg, October, 13.—The text 
of the Russian note to Turkey regard- 
ing the free export of Russian corn 
was made public today. In reply to 
Russia’s verbal remonstrance, Turkey 
had said that she intended to act a@ 
cording to the declaration of London 
of 1909, 

As this was* considered 
tory to Russia, this government pre- 
sented a written demand wherein it 
was pointed out that Russia, basing 
her position upon the declaration of 
Paris of 1856 and articles 24 and 33 of 
the declaration of London, considered 
that. cargoes of corn were subject 
neither to arrest nor confiscation when 
addressed to Russian ports in the Black 
sea or to Italian ports, so long as thé 
cargoes were not destined for the Ital- 
ian field forces or Italian official con- 
signees, 

The note concludes: 

“Any attempt to arrest and confiscate 
the aboye mentioned cargoes, Russia 
will regard as a violation of the rights 
of Russia, and the government gives 
warning of the heavy responsibility 
Turkey will incur in such.  circum- 
stances. 

Turkey has not replied, but as the 
ships with corn have not been molest- 
ed, it is presumed the Ottoman govern- 
ment intends to observe article 24 of 
the declaration of London. 

Article 24 of the declaration of Lon- 
don describes articles including food- 
stuffs and grains which may be treated 
as conditional contraband of war. 

Articles 33 explains “‘conditipnal con- 
traband”’ as articles Habel to capture, 
if shown to be destined to be used for 
the purpose of war in progress. 

Article 34 sets forth that the destina- 
tion referred to in the preceding arti- 
cle, if presumed to exist, if the ship- 
ments are consigned to any enemy or 
the contractors of an enemy, but 
where these presumptions do not arise 
the destination is presumed to be in- 
nocent,. 

Italians to Invade Tripoli. 

Rome, via Frontier, October 13,—Al- 
though the government considers that 
the present expedition of 40,000 men 
will be sufficient for the complete oc- 
cupation of Tripoli, the ministry of war 
has prepared for an additional expedi- 
tion in case of need. This reserve 
force is prepared to reach Tripoli with- 
in forty-eight hours. 

A report from Tripoli says that Gen- 
eral Caneva, commander-in-chief 
the Italian forces there, is awaiting 
the arrival of the final contingent of 
the first expedition before he begins a 
march into the interior.

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San Francisco, October 13.—Presi- 
fdent Taft arrived in this city shortly 
after 6 o'clock tonight. Escorted by 
police and cavalry, he was conducted 
up Market street, where thousands 
lined the sidewalks, and made a brief 


stop at the Press Club before going to 
i his hotel. 

Sacramento, Cal... October 13.—Advo- 
cating proposed treaties with Nicaragua 
and Honduras and vigorously defending 
the policy of the administration which 
he said ‘“‘muck-raking journals’ have 
labeleg “dollar diplomacy,” President 
Taft delivered his first important 
speech in California today. 

Broadly speaking Mr. Taft said the 
proposed treaties with these countries 
before the senate would secure for 
them a financial agent in the United 
States who would settle their existing 
debts on a just basis and who would 
point the road to peace and prosperity 
to two republics, rich in natural re- 
sources, but torn by strife and revolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Taft pointed out the efficacy of 
e similar arrangement with Santo Do- 
niingo, whereby this government col- 
lects the customs, sees that foreign 
debts are paid, and exercising a benefi- 
cent supervision that Mr. Taft said has 
accrueq t@ the up-building of Santo 
Domingo. . 

Taft Raps Muck-Raking Journals. 

Objection to the treaties in the sen- 
-ate the president said, was based large- 
ly upon the proposition that they woyld 
make entangling alliances with repub- 
lics in this hemisphere for the promo- 
tion of a banking contract, since the 
money for the payment of the debts of 
the two republics would be furnished 
by American interests. Another objec- 
tion discussed by the president was 
that the Monroe doctrine was sufficient 
bong between the United States and 
the Latin-American republics. 

“It is objected that this is ‘dollar di- 
plomacy,’” satd Mr. Taft, “ and that 
we ought to have none of it. Give a dog 
2. bad name and you Know what fol- 
lows. To call a plece of state craft 
‘dollar diplomacy’ is to invoke the con. 
demnation of the muck-raking journals 
whose chief capital is the use of 
phrases of a lurid character. The Uni- 
ted States did not intend to enter into 
those treaties for the promotion of its 
own banking business, or that of any 
of its citizens. It was thought advis- 
able to favor a contract with American 
bankers rather than with foreign bank- 
ers because such a contract would tend 
te keep trade with America. This is 
the correct object and purpose of dip- 
lomatic negotiations.
